W ith attractive cash prizes of­ 
fered, Comanche's Third Annual 
Rodeo is expected to draw a big 
entry of professional riders, rop­ 
ers. and performers, here on July 
3 and 4. 
The first performance will be 
Friday night. July 3; the second 
on Saturday afternoon. Julv 4. 
and the third performance S at­ 
urday night. July 4. 
Among the events will be calf 
tie down, bronc riding, steer rid­ 
ing, steer bulldogging. wild cow 
milking,

and boy’s calf roping. 
The general and special rules 
concerning the rodeo follow.

5. Should there be so many en­ 
tries in any event that the m an­ 
agement should deem it inadvis­ 
able to allow all o them to com­ 
pete in one day, the management 
reserves the right to split them 
up over two or more days. 
6. Positively no one allowed in 
arena except contestants while 
participating and officials of the 
show.
